Ohio's    Dr.    Homer   Bradshaw   lectures    University   of    Hue   students. 


•■'Y>HE  VIETNAMESE  PEOPLE  are  often  shy  and  re- 
served  with  Americans  at  first  meeting,"  says  Dr. 
Homer  Bradshaw.  associate  professor  of  psychology,  "but 
further  association  usually  brings  out  the  wami  friendliness 
that  is  so  characteristic  of  these  people." 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bradshaw  are  spending  two  years  in  Viet- 
nam in  an  effort  to  develop  the  educational  program  being 
sponsored  by  Ohio  University.  They  were  assigned  to  Viet- 
nam in  1962  when  the  University  was  authorized  by  the 
U.  S.  State  Department  to  institute  a  program  of  advisory 
assistance  to  the  college  of  education,  both  at  University  of 
Saigon  and  the  University  of  Hue. 

The  Bradshaws'  work  in  Hue,  the  cultural  center  of 
Vietnam,  is  expected  to  have  a  significant  influence  on  the 
development  of  educational  standards  within  the  country. 
Dr.  Bradshaw  works  with  a  committee  from  the  College  of 
Education  which  was  organized  to  outline  the  objectives 
of  the  secondary  school  program  of  Central  Vietnam. 
Through  an  analysis  of  the  present  educational  system,  the 
committee  has  been  able  to  formulate  goals  and  educational 
standards  that  should  most  efectively  meets  the  needs  of  the 
country. 

Dr.  Bradshaw  offers  high  praise  for  some  of  his  Viet- 
namese co-workers.  "Mr.  Au  Ngoc  Ho,  secretary  general  of 
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the  University  of  Hue,  has  been  a  particularly  creative 
member  of  the  committee;  his  American  educational  back- 
ground, along  with  his  understanding  of  the  educational 
problems  in  Vietnam,  has  made  him  an  extremely  valuable 
member  of  the  committee,"  Dr.  Bradshaw  reports. 

And  in  the  same  vein,  American  residents  in  Hue  have 
praised  the  Bradshaws'  many  professional  and  cultural  con- 
tributions in  the  community.  They  have  both  served  as  in- 
structors in  the  evening  classes  of  English  language  instruc- 
tion sponsored  by  the  United  States  Information  Agency. 
Dr.  Bradshaw  has  also  served  on  the  teaching  staff  of  the 
local  School  of  Nursing  and  on  the  selection  board  for  send- 
ing Vietnamese  students  to  the  United  States  on  education- 
al scholarships. 

When  the  Vietnamese  say  in  fluent  French  that  the 
Bradshaws  are  "people  of  sentiment,"  they  are  reflecting 
their  admiration  for  one  of  the  couples  favorite  projects — 
a  people-to-people  gift  of  clothing  for  the  children  of  poor 
families  in  the  area.  Friends,  relatives  and  associates  of  the 
Bradshaws  in  the  United  States  have  sent  numerous  boxes 
of  clothing,  new  and  old  to  be  distributed  to  the  poorly- 
clothed  children  of  the  nearby  hamlets. 

While  Dr.  Bradshaw  is  recognized  among  his  colleagues 
as  a  man  of  letters,  he  is  equally  proud  to  be  known  among 
the  Vietnamese  as  a  "man  of  sentiment." 
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THE  BOBCATS'  98-82  win  over  Marshall  gave  Coach  Snyder  his  200th  career  victory  and  Ohio  fans  responded  by  presenting  hir 
cake  and  a  standing  ovation.  Dean  of  the  Mid-American  Conference  coaches,  Snyder  got  win  201  two  weeks  later  against  arch-rival  Mi( 
63-60,  at  Oxford.

The  youtMul,  45-year-old  head  cage  coach  was  himself 
a  playing  star  on  one  of  the  all-time  great  basketball  teams 
Ohio  ever  had,  the  1941  National  Invitational  runner-up 
club. 

Since  taking  over  the  reigns  of  the  basketball  Bobcats 
when  his  old  coach,  Dutch  Trautwein,  stepped  down  in 
1949,  Ohio  teams  under  Snyder  have  won  186  and  lost  138 
in  14  full  years.  Snyder-coached  ballclubs  brought  Ohio 
back-to-back  Mid-American  Conference  championships  in 
1960  and  1961.  In  1961,  his  fellow  Ohio  coaches  through- 
out the  state  chose  Jim  as  "Ohio  Coach  of  the  Year." 

But  let's  turn  back  the  clock  a  bit  to  give  you  a  look 
at  the  part  this  popular  man  has  played  in  Ohio  basketball 
history.  The  scene  is  New  York  and  the  "Little  10"  from 
the  Ohio  hills  raised  a  number  of  eyebrows  by  beating 
Duquesne  55-40  in  the  opening  game  of  the  1941  National 
Invitational  Tournament.  The  victory  pitted  Ohio  against 
powerful  City  College  of  New  York  in  the  tourney  semi- 
linals. 

The  following  is  reprinted  verbatim  from  a  souvenir 
edition  of  tlic  Ohio  University  Post  published  Monday, 
March  24.   1941:    "OU  won,  45-43,  over  CCNY  Saturday 


night  and  took  its  second  big  step  toward  the  championship 
of  the  National   Invitation  Tournament. 

"New  York's  so-called  basketball  dopesters  again  ran  for 
cover  as  Franky  Baumholtz  and  Jimmy  Snyder,  with  12 
markers  apiece,  led  the  "little  10"  from  the  Ohio  hills  into 
the  tourney  finals  against  LIU. 

"THE  GAME  was  hectic  as  the  score  was  tied  eight 
times  and  the  lead  changed  hands  13  times.  However,  out- 
side of  CCNY's  16-10  first  quarter  lead,  Ohio  was  out  in 
front  at  the  end  of  the  other  quarters  by  the  slim  margin 
of  one  point. 

"The  largest  crowd  ever  to  assemble  for  a  Garden 
basketball  game,  18,357,  saw  the  Bobcats  again  make  good 
on  15  free  throws,  to  tie  their  record  set  against  Duquesne. 
However,  this  record  was  broken  by  the  Rhode  Island  team 
last  Wednesday  night  when  it  scored  16  foul  tosses." 

A  check  of  the  play-by-play  account  of  the  game  re- 
veals that  Snyder's  shooting  tied  the  game  once  for  Ohio 
and  put  the  Bobcats  into  the  lead  three  times.  He  ended 
with  three  baskets  and  six  free  throws  for  12  points,  tied 
for  game  high  with  Baumholtz. 

The  following  Monday  saw  Long  Island  L^ni\ersity 
defeat  the  Bobcats  in  the  finals  56-42  to  ^vm  the  cham- 
pionship.  The  lead  on   the  game  story  in  the  same    1941 
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Ohio  Post  was  this:  "In  a  fiery  see-saw  game  before  18,377 
roaring  fans  in  Madison  Square  Garden,  Long  Island  Uni- 
versity tonight  defeated  Ohio  University,  56-42,  in  the  final 
game  of  the  National  Invitational  Tournament.  OU's  Frank 
Baumholtz  scored  19  points  in  the  game,  bringing  his  tourney 
total  to  53,  an  all-time  tourney  record,  winning  the  most 
\aluable  player  award." 

In  the  same  paper  was  a  feature  stoiy  on  each  member 
of  that  NIT  team.  Snyder's  story  read  like  this:  "Probably 
one  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  all-around  athlete 
on  the  OU  campus  today  is  blonde  Jimmy  Snyder,  who 
paced  the  Bobcat  scorers,  along  with  Baumy,  in  the  CCNY 
struggle  Saturday  night  with  12  points.  In  his  three  years 
of  varsity  basketball — he  came  to  OU  from  Canton  Mc- 
Kinley  High  School — Jim  has  always  come  through  when 
the  occasion  demanded. 

"LOCAL  FANS  will  remember  the  Toledo  game  two 
years  ago  when  Jimmy  came  into  the  game  to  score  20 
points  against  a  great  ball  club.  He  ended  in  third  place 
in  Bobcat  scoring  that  year  with    133. 

"Last  season  he  was  an  even  greater  player  tlian  in 
his  sophomore  year,  but  dropped  varsity  baseball  to  devote 
his  attention  to  football  and  basketball,  being  the  Bobcat's 
chief-gi'ound-gainer  and  pass-snagger  in  the  fonner  sport. 
He  scored   177  points  this  year  to  again  take  third  place. 

"And  the  conversation  in  his  room  with  roommate 
Carl  Ott  is — yes,  you've  guessed  it — basketball." 

So,  the  die  \vas  cast  for  Jim  Snyder  back  then.  After 
graduation  from  Ohio,  Jim  was  head  basketball  and  assistant 
football  coach  at  Canton  Lehman  High  School  for  a  year 
before  entering  the  service,  returning  there  in  1945.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Canton  McKinley  High  School  where  he 
played  football  and  basketball.  He  was  chosen  to  the  All- 
Ohio  Basketball  team  in  1937.  Snyder  returned  to  Ohio  in 
1946  as  assistant  basketball  and  football  coach.  He  was 
backfield  coach  in  football  until  he  gave  up  all  football 
duties  in  1958  to  devote  full  time  to  basketball  coaching. 

Snyder  has  consistently  scheduled  many  of  the  top 
teams  in  the  nation.  Coming  on  Ohio's  schedule  next  year 
are  Indiana,  Northwestern,  Notre  Dame,  Purdue  and  Loyola 
of  Chicago. 

Snyder's  charges  currently  are  enjoying  a  great  season 
with  a  14-4  overall  record  and  7-2  in  the  Mid- American 
Conference  through  the  first  18  games.  The  team  has  a 
chance  to  compare  favorably  with  Snyder's  best  clubs  (16-5 
in  1954-55  and  17-7  in  1960-61).  In  1961,  after  the  second 
of  t\vo  successive  league  crowns,  Snyder  was  named  Ohio 
College  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Around  the  nation,  Snyder  is  known  and  respected  for 
four  things:  coaching  ability,  sincerity,  personality,  and  in- 
tegrity as  an  individual.  It  is  largely  Snyder's  pleasant  person- 
ality that  entices  good,  young  men  to  come  to  play  for  him 
at  Ohio  University.  Once  they're  here,  it's  Snyder's  same 
understanding  approach  that  brings  boys  along  fast  and 
develops  them  into  top-notch  competitors. 


After  14  years  at  the  helm,  Snyder  reminisced  about 
some  of  the  top  moments  of  his  career.  Big  thrills  along 
the  way  included  the  playoff  victory  in  the  NCAA  of  1959- 
60  when  Ohio  beat  Notre  Dame  74-66.  Ohio  then  lost  by 
three  to  Georgia  Tech,  who  lost  to  eventual  winner  Ohio 
State  in  the  regional  finals. 

JIM  NAMED  the  76-68  win  over  Indiana,  at  Bloom- 
ington,  in  1957-58.  Indiana  went  on  to  win  the  Big  Ten 
crown.  That  season,  Ohio  also  beat  Xavier  87-74,  eventual 
vs'inners  of  the  NIT  championship.  The  irony  of  that  year 
was  that  the  Bobcats  could  finish  no  higher  than  third  in  the 
Mid-American   Conference. 

The  78-66  win  over  Cincinnati  in  1951-52,  after  losing 
to  them  earlier  by  16  points,  was  a  satisfying  vctory.  Then 
there  was  the  72-70  tnnnph  over  Loyola  of  Chicago  at 
Chicago  in  the  1954-55  season  in  which  the  Bobcats  were 
16-5,  with  all  five  losses  coming  in  rugged  Mid- American 
Conference  play. 

.Snyder  also  mentioned  the  62-54  win  over  Iowa  in 
1962  and  the  77-76  come-from-behind  win  at  Wisconsin  as 
among  the  top  thrills  over  his  15  years  of  Ohio  coaching 
basketball.

"Of  course,  it's  always  tremendously  satisfying  to  win 
the  MAC  championship  and  it  was  even  more  so  in  1960-61 
when  we  repeated  with  a  team  that  was  not  nearly  as 
strong  as  the  1959-60  club.  That  just  goes  to  show  you 
what  a  scrappy,  hang-in-there  type  of  team  can  do  for  you," 
said  Snyder. 

Looking  back  over  the  seasons,  Snyder  mused,  "it's 
a  funny  game.  Sometimes  they  bounce  right  for  you  and 
you  win  the  close  ones  and  then  sometimes  they  don't.  In 
my  first  four  or  five  years  they  didn't  bounce  right  and  I 
had  teams  that  lost  close  ones  and  finished  about  12-12 
that  could  very  easily  have  been  18-6.  Then  in  the  past  four 
or  five  years,  they've  bounced  pretty  well.  So,  you  see, 
things  have  a  way  of  averaging  themselves  out  over  the 
years." 

Last  Feb.  5,  Ohio  whipped  Marshall  at  Athens  98-82 
for  Snyder's  200th  career  victory.  Jim  was  presented  with 
a  big  cake  and  huge  ovation  from  about  6,000  Ohio  fans 
on  hand  to  witness  the  MAC  win.  In  typical  fashion,  Snyder 
complimented  his  ballplayers,  his  assistant  coaches,  and  the 
vmixersity  and  townspeople  who  have  supported  his  teams 
and  rooted  the  Bobcats  home  over  the  years.  He  denied 
any  credit  for  himself. 

This  is  Jim  Snyder.  This  is  what  has  made  him,  as 
one  area  sportswriter  put  it,  "a  class  guy."  This  is  why 
Ohio  fans  hope  Jim  Snyder  will  be  around  for  a  long  time 
to  come.

/^OACH  JIM  SN\T)ER'S  basketball  Bobcats  have 
^-^  cinched  at  least  a  tie  for  the  Mid-American  Basketball 
championship  and  if  Ohio  beats  Toledo  at  Athens  March 
7,  the  Bobcats  will  be  sole  champions. 

Rated  no  better  than  a  fourth  choice  at  season's  start 
(behind  Toledo,  Miami,  and  Western  Michigan)  Snyder 
has  parlayed  two  things,  balance  and  bench,  into  a  cham- 
pionship club. 

Even  those  closest  to  the  situation  little  dreamed  that 
Ohio  would  have  \von  16  of  the  first  20  games,  share  or 
win  outright  the  Mid-American  championship  and  the  re- 
sulting right  to  play  in  the  Mid-East  playoff  of  the  NCAA 
tournament. 

Snyder  had  good  personnel  returning  doubtless,  but 
from  the  start — lacked  that  good  big  man  in  the  middle 
that  usually  spells  success  or  failure  on  the  college  hardwood 
circuit. 

From  the  center  candidates  at  the  start  of  the  season, 
Snyder  never  found  the  "good  big  man  in  the  middle"  he 
was  searching  for.  But,  what  he  did  discover  was  a  combi- 
nation of  five  players  that  gave  Ohio  a  solid,  balanced  scor- 
ing attack,  and  a  bench  that  he  could  go  to  for  help  when 
he  needed  it. 

THROUGH  THE  FIRST  20  games,  Jerry  Jackson, 
Ohio's  6-3  senior  guard  from  Corning,  O.,  had  scored  328 
points  for  a  16.4  average  to  lead  the  way.  Added  to  the 
steady  Jackson  performances  as  a  sophomore  and  junior 
when  he  got  363  and  367  points,  it  gives  the  Ohio  veteran 
a  total  of  1,058  points  (with  four  games  remaining)  and 
places  him  as  Ohio's  fourth  highest  scorer  in  history,  only 
30  points  away  from  third  and  38  away  from  second.  Bunk 
Adams'  1,196  total  looks  out  of  reach,  but  Jackson  could 
very  well  end  up  as  Ohio's  second  highest  point  maker  in 
the  school's  histoiy. 

Don  Hilt,  Ohio's  rugged  6-4  junior  forward  from  Cleve- 
land East,  has  also  played  a  big  role  in  the  Ohio  success 
story  this  winter.  Hilt  has  scored  298  points  and  giabbed 
197  rebounds.  His  14.9  ppg  average  ranks  him  second  to 
Jackson  and  he  is  the  team's  leading  rebounder. 


Mike  Haley,  Ohio's  6-5  junior  forward  running  mate 
of  Hilt's,  has  been  a  solid  defensive  ace  all  season  for  the 
Bobcats.  The  Portsmouth  product  has  not  only  always  drawn 
the  toughest  defensive  assignment  of  each  contest,  but  has 
contributed  256  points  for  a  respectable  12.8  average.  Mike 
gets  up  in  the  air  real  well  also  and  trails  Hilt  as  the  team's 
second  top  rebounder  with  161  for  8  per  game. 

Paul  Storey,  Ohio's  6-5  Captain  from  Xenia  Public, 
started  out  as  a  guard  this  season,  but  then  was  moved  to 
center  in  a  move  Snyder  made  \vhich  paid  handsome  divi- 
dends. Not  only  was  Storey  the  best  looking  man  at  center 
for  Ohio,  but  Snyder's  insertion  of  Charlie  Gill  at  Paul's 
former  guard  spot  was  the  spark  that  got  the  Bobcats  mov- 
ing. After  the  move  was  made.  Storey's  point  production 
and  rebounding  credits  both  swelled,  just  as  Snyder  hoped 
they  would,  and  he  carried  a  13.5  scoring  average  and  5.2 
rebound  average  through  the  first  20  games.  A  tireless 
hustler.  Storey  has  good  moves  and  a  good  jump  shot,  and 
has  led  Ohio  to  victory  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

The  fifth  starter  is  the  amazing  Charlie  Gill.  At  6-2, 
the  hard-working  Coming  High  teammate  of  Jackson's  is 
always  moving.  His  constant  hustle  enables  him  to  get  timely 
buckets  and  rebounds  and  he  has  developed  into  quite  a 
ball-hawk  for  the  Bobcats.  Until  Gill  was  put  in  the  lineup, 
Ohio  had  suffered  two  straight  setbacks  and  the  main  prob- 
lem seemed  to  be  that  the  ballclub  was  not  moving  well. 
Instead  of  running  their  patterns,  they  were  standing  flat- 
footed.  But  with  Gill  in  the  lineup,  the  perpetual  motion 
sparkplug  got  the  club  moving  again  and  Ohio  raced  to 
another  seven  straight  victories  before  the  Bowling  Green 
upset.  Gill  only  contributes  about  5  points  a  game,  but  the 
spark  he  provides  makes  the  rest  of  the  ballclub  function 
at  its  best  which  makes  him  an  invaluable  asset  in  the  lineup. 

SNYDER'S  TWO  MAIN  strengths  on  the  bench  ha\e 
been  Euclid's  6-5  Tommy  Davis,  a  junior  F-G  and  Cincin- 
nati Mt.  Healthy's  Tom  Weirich,  a  5-10  pepperpot. 

Both  boys  possess  good  shooting  eyes  and  Davis  is  a 
good  rebounder.  Each  have  come  off  the  bench  in  key  spots 
to  do  capable  jobs  for  Snyder  and  allow  the  first  five  to  get

some  needed  rest.  Other  bench  strength  that  has  come  in 
handy  have  been  6-6  sophomore  Ken  Brown  and  6-7  junior 
Lloyd  Buck.  Brown  is  a  hustler  at  the  center  spot  and  Buck 
has  a  good,  soft  touch  around  the  basket. 

Remaining  on  Ohio's  schedule  are  away  games  at  More- 
head  State  and  Loyola  of  Chicago  and  home  contests  with 
Louisville  and  Toledo.  This  presents  another  strange  set  of 
events.  For  should  Ohio  beat  Toledo  and  win  the  MAC 
championship  outright,  or  beat  Miami  in  a  post-season  play- 
off battle,  it  would  gain  the  NCAA  berth  and  its  opponent 
will  be  Louisville,  a  team  Ohio  would  be  playing  for  the 
third  time  this  season. 

Ohio  lost  to  Louisville  69-61  at  Louisville  early  in  the 
year,  but  this  was  before  Snyder  switched  Storey  to  center 
and  inserted  Gill  in  the  lineup.  Since  that  switch  only  the 
two-point  away  loss  to  Western  Michigan  and  the  overtime 
defeat  at  BG  got  in  the  way  of  10  wins. 

Through  its  first  22  games,  Louisville,  an  independent 
power  coached  by  Peck  Hickman,  has  won  15  and  lost  7. 
With  mutual  opponents,  Ohio  beat  S.  Illinois  by  10  and 
St.  Francis  by  8  while  Louisville,  hard  hit  by  illness,  lost 
to  S.  Illinois  by  2  and  then  a  healthy  UL  club  beat  the 
Frankies  by  14.

V\  7'HEN  PRESIDENT  Vernon  R.  Alden  scheduled  his 
first  visit  to  the  Ohio  University  Mothers  Club  of 
Greater  Cleveland,  he  asked  for  an  estimate  of  the  niunber 
of  persons  he  would  be  expected  to  address. 

Dr.  Alden  was  advised  that  attendance  would  range  be- 
tween 100  and  125,  "150  at  the  veiy  most." 

This  was  the  background  for  what  proved  to  be  a 
memorable  and  surprising  introduction  of  a  new  administra- 
tor to  Ohio  University  alumni-affiliated  programs.  Over 
400  women  \vere  present  to  welcome  the  president  to  Cuya- 
hoga County  and  Cleveland. 

That  was  1962  when  Mother's  Club  membership  was 
approaching  500.  Today  there  are  600  members,  greatest 
active  representation  of  any  group  of  similar  interests. 

Leading  this  dynamic  organization  is  Mrs.  George  A.

Weber  and  12  other  officers  whose  interest  and  ability  have 
formed  another  strong  link  in  a  chain  of  excellent  club 
directors. 

MRS.  WEBER  will  share  the  success  of  this  year's  pro- 
grams during  two  of  the  club's  top  meetings  next  May.  A  new 
team  of  officers  will  be  elected  an  installed  in  April.  Then, 
on  the  weekend  of  May  8-10,  the  club  will  migrate  to  Athens 
to  participate  in  the  University's  Mother's  Weekend.  On 
May  19,  the  club  will  hold  its  annual  Scholarship  Presenta- 
tion meeting  in  Cleveland. 

The  original  Mother's  Club  was  founded  in  1940  and 
Mrs.  George  F.  Reid  of  Lakewood  was  its  president.  Impetus 
for  the  club  \vas  provided  by  the  late  Dean  Irma  M.  Voigt, 
who  issued  the  challenge  in  an  address  to  all  women  attend- 
ing the  traditional  mothers  weekend  celebration  in  the  spring 
of^l940.

So  successful  was  this  initial  effort  that  Mrs.  Reid  and 
her  club  were  soon  helping  to  organize  a  sister  group  on 
Cleveland's  West  Side. 

Later,  in  the  winter  of  1940,  the  Lakewood  club  assisted 
in  establishment  of  an  East  Side  group,  and  these  units 
merged  to  become  the  Ohio  University  Mother's  Club  of 
Greater  Cleveland.  Mrs.  Clarence  Ranch  was  the  first  pres- 
ident of  the  general  club.  Both  Mrs.  Reid  and  Mrs.  Ranch 
are  still  active  today. 

The  only  aspect  of  the  club  which  has  not  changed 
has  been  its  basic  purpose:  For  over  20  years  now,  the  Cleve- 
land Mother's  Club  has  worked  to  raise  funds  for  Ohio 
University  students  from  Greater  Cleveland. 

In  fulfilling  this  purpose,  the  Mothers  Club  has  do- 
nated over  $10,000  in  scholarships.  This  figure  has  been  in- 
creased substantially  each  year,  commensurate  with  the 
growing  strength  of  the  organization. 

Meetings  of  40  or  400  never  cease  to  impress  visitors 
from  the  Uni\ersity,  and  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  close 
and  continuing  ties  between  the  mothers  and  the  campus. 

MANY  OF  THE  members  have  chosen  to  maintain 
their  association  in  the  club  even  after  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters have  graduated.  This  is  true  of  the  current  president, 
Mrs.  Weber,  whose  daughter  Judy  graduated  last  year,  and  it 
is  true  of  Mrs.  J.  Paul  Sweet,  immediate  past  president,  who 
still  serves  as  an  officer. 

Cleveland  alumnae  elect  to  join  the  Mother's  Club  to 
take  advantage  of  the  monthly  luncheon  programs  which 
always  include   a  campus  personality  as  guest  speaker. 

Activities  offer  something  for  every  member.  A  typical 


program  might  include  Ohio  Uni\-ersity  Baseball  Coach 
Robert  M.  Wren  and  Sarah  Harding  Hunter,  noted  public 
speaker  from  the  Cleveland  area.  Or,  as  in  the  case  of  a 
fall  meeting  this  year,  the  mothers  heard  Dr.  Thomas  S. 
Smith,  vice  president  of  academic  affairs,  who  shared  the 
jjrogram  with  Mr.  L.  E.  Auman  who  exhibited  an  unusual 
collection  of  bells  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Other  special  activities  include  book  reviews  and  fash- 
ion, beauty  and  music  programs. 

AT  THE  CLUB'S  meeting  last  October  more  than  100 
freshman  mothers  \\'ere  introduced.  This  was  the  result  of 
efforts  by  Mrs.  Vurnen  Johnson  and  her  membership  com- 
mittee which,  each  year,  contacts  every  mother  whose  son 
or  daughter  is  entering  Ohio  University. 

Excitement  is  already  building  within  the  group  over 
the  impending  migration  to  campus  for  Mother's  Weekend 
in  May.  Last  year,  nine  buses  were  chartered  to  bring  348 
mothers  to  Athens,  and  Mrs.  Weber  is  predicting  that  more 
buses  will  be  needed  to  make  this  May's  visitation. 

Although  the  formal  Mother's  Club  programs  will  end 
with  the  academic  year,  the  women  have  channeled  reser\e 
energy  toward  a  summer  project  in  continuing  education. 

Last  summer,  mothers  were  able  to  enroll  in  a  course  of 
interior  decorating  sponsored  by  the  club  and  taught  by 
established  professionals  in  Cleveland. 

The  Mother's  Club  is  also  represented  on  the  Univer- 
sity's Parents  Advisory  Committee,  which  meets  on  campus 
to  assist  in  improving  student  personnel  programs  and  other 
services.  Mrs.  Ray  Hagley,  Mother's  Club  vice  president, 
serves  on  the  advisory  committee.

JOSEPH  H.  DANDO,  '30,  assistant  dean  of  men  at  Ohio  University  since 
1951,  resigned  his  position  February  1  on  the  advice  of  his  personal  physi- 
cian. 

"He  has  served  the  University  well  in  a  number  of  capacities  over  the 
last  several  years,"  said  President  Alden.  "We  appreciate  very  much  these 
contributions  and  what  he  has  meant  to  the  University  and  to  thousands  of 
students.  We  shall  miss  him  at  Ohio  Uni\ersity,  and  we  wish  him  full  health 
in  his  retirement." 

A  native  of  Wellston,  O.,  Dando  came  to  Ohio  as  a  student  in  1926.

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Two  Ohio  University  Alumni  Witness  Shooting 
Of  President  John  F.  Kennedy  in  Dallas,  Texas 


'"pWO  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  alumni,  Glen  A.  Bennett,  '52,  and  Navy  Lt. 

Tom  Atkins,  '56,  witnessed  the  slaying  of  President  John  F.  Kennedy 
November  22  in  Dallas,  Tex. 

Bennett,  a  special  agent  for  the  U.  S.  Secret  Service,  was  seated  beside 
the  driver  in  the  Secret  Service  car  immediately  behind  the  President's  when 
the  shooting  occurred.  Lt.  Atkins,  attached  to  the  President's  personal  White 
House  staff  as  the  first  and  only  official  movie  photographer  in  history,  was 
riding  in  the  third  car  behind  the  President  when  the  fatal  shots  were  fired. 

An  erroneous  report  that  a  Secret  Service  agent  had  been  killed  in  the 
shooting  alarmed  Bennett's  immediate  family.  'T  had  seen  him  (\ia  television) 
get  into  the  car  right  behind  the  President,"  recalled  his  mother-in-law,  Mrs. 
George  Aeversold  of  Dover,  O.  It  wasn't  until  television  films  showed  Bennett 
getting  off  the  plane  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  with  the  late  President's  body  that 
the  family's  worries  were  quieted. 

Bennett's  work  usually  had  been  confined  to  duty  at  the  executive  offices 
of  the  White  House  and  he  had  been  in  the  party  accompanying  the  President 
for  only  six  weeks  before  the  shooting  occurred,  having  accompanied  him 
to  Cape  Canaveral  and  on  his  vvestem  tour. 

Lt.  Atkins,  a  member  of  White  House  staff  since  February  1963,  told 
his  mother  in  a  telephone  conversation  shortly  after  the  slaying  that  he  had 
jumped  from  the  car  and  ran  across  the  road  in  an  attempt  to  photograph  the 
assassin.  What  he  saw  was  the  crowd  scrambling  for  cover  after  the  shots  weic 
fired.  He  returned  to  his  car  and  followed  the  President's  car  to  the  hospital 
where  he  remained  until  word  came  of  Kennedy's  death. 

Atkins  had  accompanied  the  President  on  all  his  trips  last  year  except 
the  European  tour.  He  made  around  30  official  color  movies  of  the  afTairs  of 
state  and  also  accompanied  the  first  family  on  vacation  trips  to  Camp  David 
to  film  family  gatherings. 

The  lieutenant  spent  the  fatal  weekend  filming  ceremonies  being  con- 
ducted in  Washington  and  later  was  on  hand  to  record  on  fibn  the  funeral 
and  burial  rites. 

"Mom,  I  can't  believe  it,"  Atkins  was  quoted  by  his  mother.  "After  stand- 
ing by  the  President's  door  every  day  for  the  past  eight  months  it  seems  almost 
impossible  to  go  in  this  job." 

The  slaying  of  the  President  upset  the  Bennetts,  too.  Mrs.  Bennett,  the 
former  Glenna  Klein,  '53,  wrote  friends  saying,  "lately  things  have  been  con- 
fused, as  Glen  works  various  shifts,  etc.,  and  some  days  we  hardly  see  each 
other."
